Led by gray heroes of he Confed- 
erate army, thousands marched 
Tuesday in a colorful parade, one 
of the principal features of Atlanta’s 
observance of Memorial day. The 
pageant was followed by impressive 
memorial exercises and the decora- 
tion of veterans’ graves at Oak- 
land cemetery. 

Under the emblems of the Stars 
and Stripes and the Stars and Bars, 
at the head of the swinging col- 
umns tramped forty-seven soldiers 
of the gray-clad legions—forty- 
seven veterans, who, despite Time’s 
visitation of 70 years or more, stead- 
fastly rejected proffers of automo- 
bile or carriage conveyance.

Washington, April 26.—After an 
all-day fight over disarmament, the 
house was'forced to quit work to- 


night without a vote on the naval 
appropriation bill, because of the 
demand of members for time in 
which to air their views. 

At the end of the long debate, 
there was pending an amendment 
providing that no part-of the appro- 
priation’ should go into new con- 
struction until the president had 
called an international conference 
to consider limitation of armament. 
The amendment, proposed by Répre- 
sentative Connelly. democrat, Texas, 
was precisely like one offered when 
the bill was before the house in the 
closing days of the last session by 
Representative Brooks, republican, 
Illinois, and rejected by a vote of 
5 to 1. Leaders said it would be 
thrown out by a similar vote when 
the bill is taken up again Thurs- 
day. 

The disarmament discussion broke 
early in the session, after Repre- 
sentative Knight, republican, Ohio, 
had launched an attack. against the 
bill. The Ohio member announced 
he would vote against the bill be- 
cause of the contemplated expendi- 
ture of $90,000,000 for new battle-

that Great Britain and France will 
not only reject the new German 
proposal for the payment of indem- 
nities, holding the latest note from 
Berlin as a cunning attempt to re- 
open the treaty of Versailles, but 
that the allies as a whole will spurn 
the proposal, and that Great Britain 
will back France to the limit in 
her occupation of Ruhr. 

That this government has been 
placed in an embarrassing if not a 
critical position by the attempt of 
Germany to use President Harding 
as a mediator is admitted, but that 
the president is on his guard and 
will not be placed in the attitude of 
running a cross-current with the al- 
lies on the repagation row, is like- 
wise knewn. 

Perhaps ho part of the new pro- 
posal is so. fraught with danger to 
France, as the suggestion, coupled 
with a complete acknowledgement 
of its decreed liabilities to the al- 
lied cause, that German industries 
be permitted to rehabilitate the dev- 
astated areas of the old war zone 
in northern France through an 
agreement between the German gov- 
ernment and those industries. 

This proposal is considered as not 
only audacious, but menacing in its 
attitude to France, hoping appar- 
ently upon the coveted support of 
the United States through its 
change of international policy fole- 
lowing the inauguration of Presi- 
dent Harding. Such a course would 
not only mean the discouragement 
of purely. French industry, but a 
new German foothold in the terri- 
tory of and adjacent to Alsace-Lor- 
raine that has always been the mec- 
ca of German ambition. 

It is not probable in this new 
crisis that America will express any 
viewpoint’ that will broaden the 
chasm between the United States 
and her former allies, but on the 
contrary the bond of unity may be 
Strengthened, for while President 
Harding favors a modified treaty of 
Versailles, he will not open the door 
to such a course through Berlin. 


GERMANS SET FORTH 
TWELVE MAIN POINTS. 

Berlin, April 26.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The text of the note 
forwarded by Germany to the United 
States for transmission to the al- 
lies, concludes with the following 
points: 

“1. Germany fixes her tota)] lla-

“2. Germany will immediately iIs- 
sue an international loan in which 
she will participate, and of which 
the value, rate of interest and scale 
of redemption shall be subject to 
agreement, the proceeds of the loan 
to be put to the disposal of the 
allies. 

“3. Gemrany will pay according 
to her capacity, in labor, interest 
and redemption, the total sum to be 
paid which is not covered by the

GREAT BRITAIN — 
DISAPPROVES PROPOSAL.

London, April 26.—Great Britain 
Views With distinct disapproval thé 
possibility that American will tacit- 
ly or openly approve of Germany’s 
latest reparations offer. 

If America’s attitude conflicts 
with the views of the entente, par- 
ticularly those of ance, an un- 
usually delicate situation is bound 
to arise. The greatest apprehension 
in government circles is that Presi- 
dent Harding will “sanction” the 
new proposals and that France will 
reject them without a hearing. 

As far’ as the British sentiment 
goes, it may be said that if eco- 
nomic experts agree that Berlin's 
proposals approximate the demands 
made following the Paris confere- 
ence, Lloyd-George will be favora- 
bly inclined towards further nego- 


tiations. 


Would Tangle Situation. 


On the other hand, American ap- 
Proval of terms deemed unaccepta- 
ble in :Paris or London would coms 
plicate the situation and bring down 
upon President Harding all the dis- 
pleasure of the entente leaders. 

Considerable resentment already 
exists in Great Britain because 
Washington is insistent upon collect- 
ing the allied debt to America, while 
at the same time America, it ig al- 
leged, is making the collection of 
the German debt more difficult for 
the allies. 

Premier Briand, Berthelot ana 
Marshals Foch and Weygand will 
arrive in London on Saturday, 
bringing with them the completed 
plans for carrying out the occupa- 
tion of further German terfitory. 
The conference will last several 
days, it is expected. 


Partial Penatties.

Any thought of “arbitration” or 
mediation of the reparations ques- 
tion by President Harding will mee:

Upon Amer- 
ica’s reply to the German offer, 
therefore, depends largely what ac- 
tion will be taken after the pre- 
miers have come together for their 
final conference during the coming 
week-end.

When Lucrezia Bori looks through 
those dark eyes of hers ata sunny 


‘southern sky and dreams, she does 
not see chateaux en Espagne. xfhe 
dream that she lets assemble cdn- 
cerns a “‘petit maison,” snuggled in 
the mountains of Spain, her own, her 
native land. 

Flocks of sheep, one, sometimes 
two hundred, wander out into the 
hills in the morning, then take their 
halting little humorous steps back 
again as the sun sets. Miss Bori 
has watched the flocks—by day, I 
think she said—and the fervent ad- 
mission of that pastime showed that 
Miss Bori was dangerously near be- 
ing burdened witha hobby. Opera 
stars must dread hobbies, but if 
she tells many people about the lit- 
tle house in the Spanish hills, and 
about the sheep that grazes peace- 
fully—the Sunday supplements will 
vow that she longs to be a shep- 
herdess by trade. 


Tells of Her Home. 


Truly, though, it is delightful to 
to hear Miss Bori tell of her little 
home, the place she will start for 
June 2, after a concert tour which 
will take her to seven American 
cities. She named six, and I think 
the last must have been Schenec- 
tady—for she swore she couldn't 
pronounce it. It’s a pity, too, for 
her pronunciation is one of the most 
delicious things about her. There’s 
something much more fascinating 
about the French that Miss’ Bori 
speaks than that of the French 
themselves. An era of Spanish dAn- 
fluence for French literature might 
be a blessing, but that opinion 18 
not to be repeated to the academy. 

There is the most georious mix- 
ture of the pathetic and the joyous 
in’ Miss Bori’s description of the 
unfortunate occurrence that robbed 
the world of her voice several years 
ago.

“Whe®@lI first sang at home; when 
I first found that my voice was 
with me again—I cried. oh. how T 
cried,” she said. “I tried time and 
time again to sing. but the tears of 
foy each time forced mm to stop. I 
knew that my voice was better than 
it had been before, and ah, comme 
jietais heureuse!”

in other words—Miss Bori sang at 
Monte Carlo, fourteen nerformances 
in a month anda half. The year 
before that she had also sung in 
Monte Carlo. There is where she 
last saw Blasco Ibanez. the Span-

New York Triumphs. 

In New York her first appearance 
was as Mimi in “Boheme,” and the 
triumph she won there was even 
more glorious than she was accord- 
ed here Tuesday afternoon.

PLAN CONFERENCE 


WITH GOL. BUGG 


Following the receipt Tuesday of 
an official copy of the findings of 
the United states labor board in 
Chicago in the A., B. & A. case; and 
the arrival here at night of F.,A. 
Burgess, first vice grand chief of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers, it was stated by labor lead- 
ers that representatives of the strik- 
ers would probably ask for a cqn- 
ference today with Col. B. LL Bugg, 
receiver of the railroad. This pro- 
proposed step is suggested in the 
labor board deeision. 

J. M. Larisey, vice-president of the 
Order of Railway Conductors, and J. 
J. Dermody, vice-president of the 
Order of Railroed Telegraphers, an- 
nounced Tuesday that Mr. Burgess 
had just received a letter from Sen- 
ator Cummings in answer to one 
which he had sent in which he re- 
viewed the causes leading up to the 
strike and the court proceedings. 

Senator Cummings and Senator 
Esch were the authors of the trans- 
portation act of 1920, which has fiz- 
ured prominently in the A., B. & A. 
litigation. 

Letter of Senator. 


The letter of the sefator, based 
on the information ag to the sit- 
uation in the strike as given him 
in the letter from Mr. Burgess, fol- 
lows in full: 


April 21, 1921. 

My Dear Mr. Burgess: I have yours of 
the 19th instant in which yeu refer to the 
recent tyansportation act and ask we three 
questions. These questions I will attempt 
to answer. 

‘1, Whether a receiver of a property is 
not bound by the terms of the act in the 
same degree as the manager of a rajiroad 
would be.’’ 

The receiver of a railroad is an officer of 
the court, and is, of course, bound to obey 
the orders and directions of the court which 
appointed him. Therefore, your “uquiry 
really 4s: Are the courts of the country 
bound by the terms of the transportat.on 
act? Unquestionably, they are. The func- 
tion of the court is to administer the law, 
and any court which either requires or per- 
mits a receiver of a railroad to violate the 
terms of the transportation act is unmiadtul 
of its duty. I have no doubt whatagever that 
a railroad in the ‘hands of a receiver is as 
ccmpletely controlled by the transportation 
act as a railroad in the hands of the board 
of directors of a private corporation. 

“2? Can either a receiver or a manager 
violate the terms of the transportation act 
ond at the same time’the act be binding 
upon the employees?’’ 

It is somewhat difficult to answer this 
inquiry without a general discussion of the 
subject, and that I cannot. attempt at this 
time. The transportation act \binds e*ery- 
body; that is to say, it is the duty of re- 
ceivers, managers and employees io obey. 
Unfortunately, there is no sanction tn the 
law, or penalty for disobedience; bur this 
omission doeg not justify any person in dis- 
regarding it. 

“3. If you feel the proposition made 
the receiver was fair and equitabie, w'li 
you kindly indicate gwhat steps miz.t he 
taken in order to have the carrier az well 


not think the proposition made to the recsiv- 
er was reasonable and fair, I wou'd be 
ple to have a suggestion from you.”’ 
Recites Situation. 

In order to make myself clear in replying 
to thig question I will recite what I under- 
etand to be the situation. During the latter 
part of the year 1920 or during the early 
part of the year 1921, a dispute arese be- 
iween the Atlanta, Birmingham and Atiantic 
railway and its employees respecting a pro- 
posed reduction in wages, and this dispute 
Was one vver which the railroad labor board 
had jurisdiction under the law and actually 
essumed that jurisdiction. My view of the 
transportation act is that under such cir 
cumstances the railroad company must con- 
tinue to pay the establixhed wages at the 
time the dispute arose until the lao board 
decides the dispute. I have been advised 


. that the Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 


railway claimed that it had not the money 
with which to pay these wages, and, of 
course, if it had not the money it could not 
pay. You state that you made a proposition 
to the manager or receiver as follows: - 

“Pay the wages as designated by the 
court in United States currency and give 
receiver's certificates for the difference 
between that amount and the amount des ic- 
ed by the board until such time as the quts- 
tion of a readjustment of waxes snon'd 
take place either by the board or throug. 
ccngressivnal action.’’ 

I know nothing about any sus.csted con- 
gressiona! action, nor do I beliv. «= 
sug¢h action is contemplated, but under the 
circumstances which have been stated to 
me I believe it Wasa the duty of ibe ce eiver 
to keep the men in his employ, to pay them 
the wages prevailing at the time the udis- 
pute arose, and if he was unabie to secure 
the money with which to make these juy- 
ments then to give the men receiver's ccr- 
tificates or other forms of obligations fer 
the deficiency; this arrangement to continu 


until the decision of the labor beard. It is | 


ebvious, of course, that the men could not 
be compclied to receiwe anything but money 
for their compensation, but if they were 
willing to accept the obligations of the 
company or of the receiver _manifestiy the 
receiver should have accepted their offer. 
The chief purpose of this part of the 
transportation act Was to prevent the in- 
terruption of transportation, and that can 
only be done by preserving an existing status 
until the labor board passes upon any dis- 
pute which may arise between the railroad 
companies or their receivers and the men 
employed to operate the properfies. Yours

This bureau also is 
directed from time to time to make 
detailed studies of the departments, 
with the idea of determining 
changes which would bring econo- 
my and efficiency. The bureau also 
is to aid committees of congress, 
and is given power to examine 
records. 

The billalso establishes a “gen- 
eral accounting office,” under a 
‘comptroller general of the United 
States.” He will replace the ex- 
isting comptroller of the treasury.

tion of government accounts. His 
office. in brief, will be the central 
bookkeeping office of the govern- 
ment. and will be independent of 
the executive establishment.

InHouseShortage 


Measures’ Provide for Gov- 
ernment Clearing House 
for Building Information. 


Washington, April 26.—An_ at- 
tempt to enlist the aid of the fed- 
eral government in relieving the 
housing emergency is being made 


in congress. 

Bills introduced’ in the senate 
and house by Senator Calder, of 
New York, and Representative Tink- 
ham, of Massachusetts, would set 
up a government clearing house for 
information pertaining to building. 
This information would be furnish- 
ed to interested persons, and would 
have as its object stimulating the 
erection of homes. 

Both measures were referred to 
committees, where it will be decided 
whether hearings are to be held. 
Tinkham said he hopes for favora- ' 
ble consideration of the project Dy 
congress at an early date. 

The “division of housing,” Which 
the bills would create, would De a 
part of the bureau of standards, and 
under direction of the department 
of the interior, co-operation in the 
building industry, standardization of 
building products, a study of best 
building practices and education of 
the public swould be attempted. 

Information on housing, already 
in the hands of the Emergency Fleet 
corporation and the Housing corpo- 
ration, war-time agencies, would be 
made available for the new division, 
as would the data collected by the 
special. senatorial investigating com- 
mittee which toured the country last 
spring.

For four hours one grower after 
another testified as & costs and 
conditions affecting growers. It was 
brought out that the rate increase 
of 33 1-3 per cent last August and 
the decrease in industrial activity 
which will depress the melon mar- 
ket, will cause the growers t? .ose 
again cn this year’s crop. Tae in- 
come from producing last year’s 
crop was given as $74.23 a car, and 
receipts from crop. sales as $64.65.

The increase ot $60 
in freight rates on the car this 
year is almost as great as the en- 
tire income from each car last

Assuming that the crop sold at 
the same price this year, the in- 
crease infreightrates would. entire- 
ly eat up the income of the grower, 
it was claimed, leaving only $4.65 
with which to pay the cost of pro- 
duction, which this year’ will be 
greater than the $74.23 of last year.

Predictions generally were that 
the crop will bring a lesser price 
than last year, due to greater econ- 
omy onthe part of laboring people, 
who haveless money. Some of. the 
railroad representatives were  in- 
clined to think that the reduction 
asked would lower the, price from 
28 to 23 cents in New York, and 
would not greatly increase the 
market demand. E. McConnell, 
representing the Central of Georgia 
railway, stated: “If we reduced 
the rate 75 per cent, the price to 
consumers would be the same, and 
it would not help the growers by 
stimulating the market.”

“Dear Mr. Noyes: | 
“I would be very grateful if 
on the occasion of the annual 
luncheon of the Associated Press 
you would express to the gath- 
ering my great regret tha® pub- 
lic engagements make it impos- 
sible for me to accept the invi- 
tation to be present.

MILL OFFICIALS DENY 
CHILD LABOR CHARGE 


Columbus, Ga., April 26. — (Spe- 


cial.)\—Officials of the Eagle and 
Phoenix mills today issued a state- 
ment denying charges made at the 
recent Federation of Labor meet- 
ing in Atlanta, that children are 
worked in the textile plants of Co- 
lumbus fourteen hours a day. 

The atatement says: “We cannot 
conceive that any intelligent man, 
and certainly nu honest man, would 
make a statement so utterly un- 
founded in fact. The truth is, that 
for the past quarter of a century 
Columbus has been conspicuous from 
the fact that the textile mills here 
have generally worked sharter 
hours and insisted on a higher min- 
imum wage for employment than 
required by law.” It is stated that 
the standard week in the Colum- 
bus textile plants is fifty-five hours. 


Washington, April 26.—To place 
the rights and privileges of Amer- 
ican cable users on an equal foot- 
ing with foreigners, the president 
of the United States is to be grant- 
ed licensing powers by congress 
over cable operations between this 
and other countries. 

To this end the, senate has just 
passed the Kellogg bill, making 
such cable operation permissable 
only under presidential license, and 
the measure will be passed by the 
house soon, making it law. 

The president likewise is em- 
powered to withhold licenses where 
this seems desirable to obtain 
nights for citizens of the United 
States and other countries, and 
may grant licenses on terms that 
will assure reasonable rates and 
good service. 

The bill is an outgrowth of the 
dispute between the government 
to prevent a landing, and au- 
thorizes the use of force if this 
is necessary. 

“We believe that the government 

should have the power to insist 
that American cables shall have 
the same right in foregn countries 
that foreign companies have in 
the United States,” said Kellogg, in 
discussing his bill. 
_ He recalled that testimony be- 
fore his committee last session had 
brought out the fact that Ameri- 
cans are at a disadvantage in dis- 
seminating news, which he insisted 
is necessary for the development 
of commercial and political rela- 
tions. 

To illustrate this the senator 
read a letter from the American 
manager of Lapresna, large South 
American daily, published at 
Buenos Aires, stating that because 
of lack of cable facilities only 300 
words daily of- American, news 
could be received, whereas’. the 
paper wourd be giad to get from 
3,000 to 5,000 words daily.

The accompaniment in the orches- 
tra, which uses harmonics on the 
harp against the muted strings, is 
a charming incident in a _ scene 
which is one of the most cleverly 
done in all opera. 

Scotti, magnetic always, and full 
of clever, finished stage business, 
was a dominating figure, and there 
was no flagging of spirit in orches- 
tra, principals or chorus. 

Again there {fs striking orchestra- 
tion in the opening of the third act, 
where the bitter cold is graphically 
reflected in the music. t was in 
this episode that some of the most 
brilliant singing of the afternoon 
was done in the third act, when two 
duets, the sad separation of Mimi 
and Rodolfo, and the violent quar- 
rel of Marcello and Musetta, form 
a quartet of finely contrasted dra- 
matic interest. 

The shadows of spent love and 
gaiety that is done mark the lastact, 
which was accomplished witha sin- 
cerity and a finish that sectired its 
full measure of emotional impress. 
Giovanni Martino in the only song in 
this act, the farewell to his coat, 
made it an appropriately poetic de- 
tail, characteristic of the song and 
his own finished artistic equipment, 

Outstanding work of the princi- 
pals included the magnificent sing- 
ing of Harrold, who far surpassed 
all promise his work of last year 
in Atlanta had given. His voice is 
in tiptop condition and he sang 
brilliantly. 

“If nobody else had sung well, 
Scotti could carry the whole per- 
formance,” said samebody, and this 
was true, not only .of His voice, 
which is fuller, better than in years 
before, as well as of his acting, 
which is ever new and clever. 

Papi’s conducting was a signifi- 
cant feature in an _ ideal  per- 
formance, and a_performance of 
“Boheme” by the Metropolitan com- 
pany must be ideal, indeed. to be 
singled out, because it has such 
wonderful precedent in fermer 
years.

Boito’s Masterpiece 
Wednesday Night Opera 


Boito’s opera, “Mefistofele,” 
founded on episodes from Goethe’s 
“Faust,” is the program for tonight. 

The story is as follows: 

The prologue opens in the nebu- 
lous region of space, in which float 
the invisible legions of angels, 
cherubs and seraphs, that,* uniting 
with the celestial trumpets, lift 
their voices in a hymn of praise to 
the Supreme Ruler of the universe. 
Mefistofele enters on the scene at 
the close of the anthem, and, stand- 
ing erect amid the clouds, with his 
feet upon the border of his cloak, 
mockingly addresses the Deity. In 
answer to the question from the 
Mystic Choir, “Knowest thou 
Faust?” he answers contemptuous- 
ly, and offers to wager that he will 
entice him to evil, and thus gain a 
victory over the Powers of Good. 
The wager is arcepted, and the 
spirits resume their chorus at 
praise. 

Act 1—The drama opens on Bas- 


ter Sunday, at Frankford-on-the- 
Main. Crowds of people ofall con- 
ditions move in and out of the city 
gates. Among them appears a gray 
friar, an object of both reverence 
and dread to those near him. The 
aged Dr. Faust and his pipil, Wag- 
ner, descend from aheight and en- 
ter upon the scene, followed by the 
friar, whose movements they dis- 
cuss. Faust returns to his labo- 
ratory, still followed by the friar, 
who, unheeded, conceals himself. in 
an alcove. ,Faust, upon opening the 
sacred volume, is startied by a 
shriek from the friar as he rushes 
from his place of concealment. 
Faust makes the all-potent “sign 
of Solomon,’ when Mephistofele 
throws off his guise, and in his 
Owlt person gppears in the garb of 
a night. In reply to Faust's ques- 
tionings he declares himself the 
spirit that denieth all things, desir- 
ing only the complete ruin of the 


world, He offers to make Faust 


flying moment, ‘Stay, for thou art 
blisstul,’ then let me die, 

hell’s depths engulf 

contract completed, Mefistofele 
spreads his cloak, and both disap- 
pear through the air. 

Act 32 opens with the garden 
scene, Faust (rejuvenated, and un- 
derthe name of Henry), Margaret, 
Mefistofele and Martha stroll in 
couples, chatting and love-making. 
Thence Mefistofele takes Faust to 
the heights of the Brocken, where 
he witnesses the orgies of the 
Witches’ Sabbath. The fiend is sa- 
luted as their king. Faust, be- 
numbed and stupefied, gazes into 
the murky sky and beholds there a 
vision of Margaret, pale, sad and 
fettererd with chains. 

Act 3—The scene isa.prison. Mar- 
garet lies extended upon a heap of 
straw, mentally wandering, and 
singing to herself; Mefistofele and 
Faust appear outside the grating. 
Faust begs for the life of Marga- 
ret. Mefistofele promises to do 
what he can, and bids him haste. 
for the infernal steeds are ready 
for flight, He opens the cell, and 
Faust enters it. Margaret thinks 
the jailers have come to release 
her, but at length recognizes her 
lover. Faust entreats her to fly 
with him, and she finally consents. 
The voice of Mefistofele in the 
background recalls her to the real- 
ity of the situation. She shrinks 
away from Faust, prays to heaven 
for mercy and dies, ‘while the 
Voices of the celestial choir are 
heard singing softly, “She’s Saved.” 
Faust and Mefistofele escape, as 
the executioner and his escort ap- 
pear in the background. 

In Act 4 Mefistofele takes Faust 
to the Vale of Temple. Faust is 
ravished with the beauty of the 
scene, while Mefistofele finds that 
the orgies of the Brocken were 
more to his taste. 

"Ts the night of the classic Sab- 
bath. A band of young maidens ap- 
pear, singing and dancing. Helen 
enters with Chorus, and absorbea 
by a terribel vision, rehearses the 
story of Troy’s destruction. Faust 
enters, richly clad in the costume 
of a knight of the fifteenth centu- 
ry, followed by Mefistofele, Nereus, 
Pantalis and others, with little 
fauns and sirens, and kneeling be- 
fore Helen, addresses her as his 
ideal of beauty and purity. Thus 
pledging to each other their love 
and devotion, they wander through 
the bowers and are lost to sight. 

In the epilogue we find Faust in 
his laboratory once more—an old 
man, mourning over his past life, 
with the holy volume open before 
him Mefistofele spreads his 
cloak, and urges Faust to fly with 
him through the air. Appealing to 
heaven, Faust is strengthened by 
the sound of angelic songs, and re- 
sists. Then, falling on his knees 
in prayer, effectually overcomes 
the temptations of the evil one. He 
then dies amid a shower of rose 
leaves, and to the triumphant song 
of a celestial choir. Mefistofele 
has lost his wager, and holy influ- 
ences have prevailed.

HEALTH TALKS

THE INHALATION FIEND. 

Query: Kindly tell me if smok- 
ing three or four cigars a day and 
two pipefuls of tobacco harms a 
young man 70 inches tall, weighing 
about 165 pounds, who looks and 
feels perfectly well. He does not 
inhale; also he smokes only light 
cigars. He claims it does not hurt 
him. 

A married woman recently wrote 
for advice on curbing the cigarette 
habit which she had acquired under 
the notion that it was “smart” to 
smoke cigarettes. The habit had 
gained full control of the unfor- 
tunate woman, and she could not 
endure a whole hour without her 
dope, which she felt compelled to 
sneak away and take. And now she 
suffers that moral pain which so 
many dopesters strive to benumb 


with more dope or drink or what-: 


ever it may be. She fears her hus- 
band will lose patience with her 
and cut loose. She fears her other 
relatives may discard her as an un- 
desirable associate for their chil- 
dren. And she is alarmed, too, be- 
cause she finds herself compelled to 
inhale every puff deeply in order to 
gratify her craving—or her imagi- 
nary craving. 

The absorbtion of drugs like to- 
bacco through the lining of the 
mouth itself is quite as active and 
complete as it is through the lining 
of the nose or that of the throat or 
bronchial tubes. Therefore inhala- 
tion does not increase the effect of 
tobacco, though it may induce 
greater irritation of the nose, throat 
or bronchial surfaces. 

The other imaginary 
made in the reader’s query, though 
equally common to. popular belief, 
is without foundation. Whether a 
cigar is light or dark or of reputed 
“mild” or “heavy” character makes 
no oppreciable difference in the 
drug effect which the smoker de- 
sires. That notion is like the no- 
tion of “light beers and wines,” not 
a matter of tints or of 
veyor'’s or consumer’s fancy. 

A man who has to have both 
cigars and pipe is surely no mod- 
erate tobacco user. 

A man who has to seek the aid 
of a drug like tobacco as regularly 
as he eats, is certainly confirmed in 
the drug habit—the’ Habit has -him, 
and the drug is breaking down that 
precious thing which makes a man 
a man, self-control] or will-power. 

Old geezers past their zenith may 
have some slight excuse for sur- 
rendering to the aid of a drug of 
the nareotic order, something that 
helps them to forget the mistakes 
they have made, and all that sort of 
thing. But youths have no such 
excuse, The youth ,who_ permits 
such a drug habit to gain control 
of him is a sorry specimen. There 
is something lacking. His man- 
hood is not quite up to the test. He 
can’t meet life without Dutch cour- 
age. Things as they are frighten 
him, and so he resorts to the gentle 
narcotic, tobacco, which, at least, 
enables him to make a bluff at in- 
difference or preoccupation and so 
to weather those many moments of 
embarrassment and chagrin that re- 
mind him of his weakness and in-

London, April 27.—Inside stories 
of the ambushes laid by the Irish 
republican army to trap and kill 
Squads of British constables in 
Ireland are disclosed in the re- 
ports from Irish brigade command- 
ers which have just been given out 
at the headquarters of the volun- 
teers in Dublin. Most of these at- 
tacks have been reported by the 
British but the Irish accounts are 
now given for the first time. 

They give the details of desper- 
ate fights in which sometimes, the 
little British commands have been 
decimated and at other times the 
Irish have been driven off with 
severe losses for the Irish volun- 
teers occasionally run into a coun- 
ter trap and find themselves ex- 
posed to the withering blast of a 
machine gun.

This, 
however, might mean Japanese as- 
sertion for equality in the former 
German islands south of the equa- 
tor, awarded to Australia dnd New 
Zealand, and would cause heavy op- 
position from the British domin- 
lons, in the opinion here.
